We are truly sorry to read our Taiwan 
correspondent’s account of the fate of 
the Woosung railway plaat—sorry for 








the railway and sorry for ‘Ting Fatai 
whois so badly served. Every foreigner 
in China took -a kindly interest 
in the little railway, which had such 
a lamentably short existence in Shang- 
hai. Every one was angered by Shén 
Pao-chén’s stupid destruction of it, aud 
every one will regret to hear that the 
plant is being so recklessly spoiled at 
its new destination, It was bad enough 
to see almost the first symptom of 
progress in Chiua stopped, the labour 
wasted, (he money speut wilfully made 
waste. Bat there still remained a 
skeleton of the undertaking, a shadow 
of the design, so long as it seemed 
likely the line would be reconstructed 
in Formosa, True, it was not euited 
for the new purpose ; the rails were too 
slight, aud the engines and carringes 
as far as possible from meeting the 
requirements of what mast be chiefly 
8 goods traffic ; -but at any rato there it 
would be—a working model of a 
railway, useful for purposes of instruc. 
tion if uot for practical work, Bat var 
correspondent’s letter almost destroys 




















that hope. Shén Pao-chén’s petty spite 
would seem to have followed it to 
Formosa. “ Anything that would float 
“was thrown overboard from the 
“ Chinese steamers that brought it over, 
“and towed ashore over the bar by 
“catamarans. I myself lave seen the 
“tops of carriages and the framework 
“whether of carriages or engines I 
“could not tell—deposited in the mud, 
“near the Anping Custom House jetty, 
“and there left to be covered with a 
“foot or two of sult water at every 
“flood tide. Is it likely that carriages 
“or engines conld be put together 
“again after that? I have seen iron 
“plates and rails and other parts of 
“the plant being carried up the main 
“streot of the city in a condition of 
rust that fits them simply for the old 
iron shop.” Such is the tale! It is 
true it refers only to a portion of the 
plant, as Foochow letters speak of an- 
other portion being still at the Mamoi 
Arsenal awaiting transport. But the fate 
of the first instalment is a bad angury 
for that of the second ; and our hope 
of seeing the little railway revived 
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~ under better auspices in the Island 
nursery grows very dim. The treat 
ment it is receiving is characteristic 
of the Chinese. They are very little 
wiser than a child with a mechanical 
toy, which is either pulled to pieces or 
neglected very scon after acquisition. 
What is happening to the railway plant 
has happened to balf the munitions of 
war that have been turned ont of the 
now Arsenals. The question has been 
asked what becomes of the enormous 
quentity of arms manufactured, almost 
aa it has been asked what becomes of 
pins ? They have not been cast on the 
sea shore to be ruined by salt water and 
rust; but a great number have been 
spoiled by neglect, stowed away where 
no record of them is kept, and 
generally wasted as completely as 
thongh they were destroyed. Who but 
a Chinaman would dream of leaving 
valuable plant to rot in the mud? Bat 
then, again, who but a Chinaman would 
dream of taking up a railway? ‘The 
stupidity of the Formosan officials, or 
gunboat officers, or whosoever may be 
concerned, is altogether eclipsed by 
Shén Pao-chén’s destruction of the 
Tine, This was the wilful act of an 
irritated child ; the other is the neglect 
of stupid carelessness. But it is im. 
possible to conceive a European guilty 
of either act. 

We have a more sanguine letter 
from Hangehow. A correspondent at 
that city was strack by the sight of a 
steam launch in which the Futai seems 
to have been reviewing the armed 
galleys that we are wont to dignify 
by the name of gunboats; and augurs 
that it was surely a sign of change and 
progress.—Possibly! We remarked 
indeed, some months ago, that the new 
Futai of Chekiang seemed an intelli- 
geut wan, and talked of substituting 
a fow small steamers for the unwieldy 
war-junks which are supposed to police 
the inner waters of his province. But 
he is not alone in his appreciation of 
the new craft, uor is he the first to 
use them for his personal convenience. 
‘Tho officials of this province frequently 
travel in small steamers between 
Shanghai and Soochow ; but the Woo- 
sung railway was torn up notwith. 
standing ; and an attempt to ran a 
passenger steamer, some years ago, 
was summarily quashed. Individual 
Mandarins often show themselves 
capable of adopting an improve- 
ment which tends to their own ad- 
vantage or comfort. It is when the 
case is one of benefitting the people 
at large that they object. Directly a 
change of principle or a change of 

tem is involved, they shndder and 


refuse, The Taotai of Shanghai may 
go to Soochow in a steam launch, but 
the people of Woosung must not come 
to Sbanghai by railway. A Mandarin 
may travel with speed and comfort, but 
the people must be content with row- 
boats, wheelbarrows, and chairs.

‘The annual meeting of Ratepayers was 
held Tuesday. ‘The proceedings were brief

A meeting was held at the Club Friday 
evening, to consider the advisability of 
adopting a system of weighing tea here to 
correspond with that at the Port of 
London ; that is to say that upon every 
package of tea grossing 25-Ibs. and up- 
wards, an allowance of 1-Ib, be made by 
the seller to the buyer. The feeling was 
unanimous in favour of such a’ rule, 
and it was resolved to press the matter 
upon the attention of the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

A remittance of $3,000 has been re- 
ceived from Hongkong, towards the 
Famine Relief Fund, which has now - 
reached Tls, 37,863.76. 

The Committee sent Tis. 15,000 to 
Tientsin by the C.0.8.N. steamers Taku 
and Haining—half in each—to the ad- 
dress of the corresponding Committee at 
thst Port; and we are glad to learn 
that Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co. 
liberally carried the syceo free of charge. 

Eight steamers took their departure from 
Shanghai on Saturday morning, between 
five and half-past, for the North, namely, 
the Zaku, Haining, and Appin, be- 
longing to the C. C. S. N. Co.; the 
Chefoo, Newehwang, and Foochow, of the 
©. N. Co.; and the Fungshun and Pantah, 
of the ©. M. Co. They all started pretty 
neatly together, and aneye-witnessdescribos 
the scene on the river as having been some- 
what exciting, not only on account of the 
bustle of preparation but also from the de- 


* | fant whistling kept up for some time. The 


raco to Taku bar will probably be a closely 
contested one between the Taku, Newchwang 
(now ship) and the Fungshun—the latter 
being somewhat the favourite, the next in 
favour being the Taku ; though what speed 
can be got out of the Newehwang, on a 
push like the presont, remains to be seon. 
Both the Fungshun and Path have 
started “flying light,” to enable them, as 
may be supposed, to avoid detention on 
the bar. Most of the other vessels are 
somewhat deop, though none, we under- 
stand, are fully laden. There is still con- 
siderable doubt whether the Peiho will 
be sufficiently clear of ice to enable the 
steamers to ascend, though it is not un- 
likely that, in the three days intervening 
between their departure from Shanghai 
and arrival at Taku, the river might be- 
come sufficiently freed.—The Chefoo is the 
only vessel of the squadron calling at the 
port after which she is named. 

On Wednesday, in the Court of the United 
States Consulate-General, a case, Yin-hoy 
v, M. F. Patterson, came on for hearing 
before J. Stahel, Esq., Vice Consul- 
General, and Messrs. Wetmore and R. P. 
Hunter, Assessors. ‘The petitioner is 
owner of a junk, and defendant is Captain 
of the C.MLS.N. Co.’s steamer Pautah.— 
It appeared from the testimony adduced 
that on the 22nd February last, about 
three in the afternoon, the Pautah was 
returning up the river from a trial trip, 
and on arriving off the Naval yard, pre- 
pared to cross the river to bring up at the 
Company’s wharf, To do this she had to de- 
scribe a curve in order to avoid one of Holt’s 
steamers and the Kiang-yuen, both lying 
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at anchor. The engines of the Pautah 
were going dead slow, the vessel only 
making between one and two miles 
‘an hour, the tide being at flood. Two 
junks, the petitioner’s and another, also 
coming up river, under sail, and going 
if anything rather faster than the steamer, 
were shouted to and signalled by waving 
of hands to get out of the way, soas to 
enable the Pautah to describe her curve 
safely. The other junk at once shifted her 
helm, and put herself out of danger, but 
the petitioner's junk persisted in keeping 
her course, and in order to prevent a colli- 
sion Captain Patterson was obliged to drop 
an anchor, at great risk of colliding with a 
large steamer at a buoy. The junk still 
held on her course, and, as the Pautah was 
swinging, collided with her bow; but, as 
‘was stated, was immediately shoved clear 
and sailed away up the river, being watched 
‘until she rounded Pootung Point. Captain 
Patterson entered a case at the Mixed 
Court against the present petitioner, 
for wilfully obstructing the steamer 
and placing her in danger; and several 
days afterwards, petitioner, by the instruc- 
tion as he admitted of the Opium Guild, 
instituted the present suit, alleging that 
his junk had a hole knocked in her side by 
the Pautah, threo feet long and one foot 
wide, extending seven or eight inches 
below the water line ; that she was obliged 
to be beached on the Pootung side, 
and her cargo of rice, soaked by the 
water coming in, had to be discharged 
into the C.M.S. Co.’s godowns ; and that 
damage was done to the cargo to the 
amount of $432.96; and to the junk, 
$273.90; total $706.86, which sum he 
claimed from the defendant.—After hearing 
much evidence, and an address by Mr. 
Drummond for the defendant, the Court 
decided that the plaintiff had failed to 
prove any damage whatever, or negligence 
on the part of the Pautah. The case was 
therofore dismissed, with costs. 

We understand that the Agra Bank

‘We are requested to state that, in addition 
to subscribing £29 12s. 7d.to the funds of 
the National Lifeboat Institution, the com- 
munity of Shanghai, through local instru- 
mentality, also subscribed the same amount 
to the Merchant Seamen's Orphan Asylum, 
at Snaresbrook, near London, of which 
institution, Captain R. Gibbon, of the 
steamer Yungching, has been constituted a 
life governor. 

‘The Ohina Mail says news has been 
received by telegram of the wreck of the 
American ship Forest Belle, on the south 
end of Formosa; ‘all lives saved ; ship 
‘beached ; eleven fect of water in her hold ; 
Captain has chartered schooner Ontcard to 
save sails, gear, and convey crew to Hong- 
Kong.” The Forest Belle was an American 














vessel of 1,300 tons, commanded by Captain 
Allan Noyes. At the time of the wreck 
she was on a voyage from Cardiff to Hong- 
kong with a cargo of coals, and owing no 
doubt to unfavourable weather, must have 
got considerably out of her course. She 
was a new vessel, this being her first trad- 
ing voyage. The U.S.S. Ranger is under 
ordors to proceed to the scene of the wreck, 
to render what assistance she may be ablo 
to give to the unfortunate vessel. 

H.B.M.’s corvette Juno is, under present 
arrangements, to leave Shanghai for Yoko- 
hama, to-morrow. Her place will be taken 
by the gun-vessel Thistle, which arrived in 
port yesterday, and is now moored off the 
Custom House. 

The Engi in-chief to the Customs 
notifies that the dangerous reef of rocks to 
the westward of Matson Island, on which 
the barque Benjamin Aymar recently struck, 
has been surveyed by the revenue-cruiser 
Ling Feng. The following magnetic bear- 
ings aro from the contre of the reef :—

This reef, about three cables in lengh 
and two in width, extends in a north- 
easterly direction, and has two pinnacle 
rocks, about tio cables apart, with 10 fect 
of water on them at low water springs. 
These rocks have from three to eight 
fathoms of water between them. 

‘Tho telegrams wo publish elsewhere 
confirm the previous report as to the terms 
of peace required by Russia. Turkey is 
required to pay 1,410 millions of roubles 
for tho privilege of being attacked, but the 
territory in Armenia is to be taken as 
representing 1,100 millions, leaving about 
£40,000,000 to be paid in coin.—Tho venve 
of the Conference has beon changed from 
Baden-Baden to Berlin. Lord Derby 
speaks of the task before it as difficult, 
and tho issue uncertain. It is evident, 
indeed, that the situation in Europe is 
“strained” to a critical degree. It has 
been often said that the real danger 
of a Enropean war would begin when. it 
eame to be a question of settling the terms 
of peace ; and the event is verifying the 
prediction. Austria has asked for a grant 
of £6,000,000 for military purposes, and 
insists that the conditions of peace shall be 
settled by a European Congress. Russia 
seemingly opposes the demand, and a 
rupture appears to be imminent in con- 
sequence. Judging from what has been 
written and telegraphed, it may be inferred 
that the freedom of the Dardanelles and 
the Black Sea will be a crucial question. 
Russia wants the Straits opened to herself 
and Turkey only. England and Austria 
say, No! ifyou alter the present disposition, 
which makes the Straits Turkish water, 
they shall be freed to all. Even the 
Spectator, which is as enthusiastically 
friendly as the Daily Telegraph and the 
Pall Mall are hostile, to Russia, admits that 
here might be ground of war. 

We learn from the Shénpao that the 
‘Kai-p'ing mining company, the prospectus 
of which we summarised a few weeks 
since, will commence operations almost 
immediately. The requisite machinory 
hhas arrived in Shanghai from Europe, 

















and seven thousand out of the eight thous- 
and shares placed upon the market have 
been taken up. It is expected that the 
remainder will shortly be disposed of. The 
‘Shénpao speaks very hopefully of the 
undertaking, for which it predicts rapid 
success, and strongly recommends the pur- 
chase of shares ; adding, somewhat signifi- 
cantly, that the enterprise, though under 
Government auspices, is purely a com- 
mercial one. 

The Sinpao had another long aiticle, 
last week, about coolie traffic: say- 
ing that in Kiangsu, Hunan, Hupeh, 
Kwangtung and Fohkien, formerly persons 
Kidnapped for exportation were of the 
lowest class, but now women and girls of 
respectable families are kidnapped for the 
purpose.—Now such writing is scarcely 
less damnable than the inflammatory tales 
about scooping out children’s eyes which 
preceded the outbreaks at Yangchow and 
in Anhwei, and is no less notoriously un- 
true. Its sole object can be to excite 
ill-fecling against foreigners, and it is 
creditable to every one connected with 
the paper. 

From a paragraph we copy elsewhere 
from the Hiogo News, it would appear that 
although th itonce of kerosine has been. 
known in Japan for 1,200 years, the ‘att 
of purifying it was not known till six years 
ago. Sinco that time, however, the manu- 
facture soem to have considerably extend- 
ed; and presently, in all likelihood, to 
sond kerosine to Japan will be something 
like sending blankets to Witney. 

Tho Chinese Recorder for Januaty- 
February opens with an interesting papor, 
by its old contributor “ Hoinos,” on 
“Friendly Mongols."—The Rev. J. Lees 
follows with some statistics of the present 
strength of Protestant Missions in China, 
“A Discussion of the Confucian doctrine 
concerning Man's nature at birth,” by 
D. Z. Sheflield, is founded on Dr. Legge's 
paper “Confucianism in relation to Chris- 
tianity.”—A paper follows, under the 
psoudonymof “Inquirer,” on Thotheoora- 
tic naturo of the Chinese Government, and 
tho principles of its adm i 
stated in the Chineso Classics. 
lny's paper on “The Classical literature of 
the Chinese,” which we ourselves reviewed 
ashort while ago, is deservedly reprinted 
from “The Methodist Quarterly Maga- 
zine.”—Two or three shorter papers, some 
correspondence, and notices of recent pub- 
lications complete the number. 

We have Newcuwave letters to the 7th 
February, but our correspondent says there 
is no news worth relating. It was New 
Year holiday time, and nothing doing. 

‘The service of plate which we mentioned 
some time ago as being prepared for Sir 
Brooke Robertson, was presented to him at , 
Caxtox, on the 28th ulto. A copy of the 
accompanying address will be found on 
another page. 

A Foocnow correspondent says the Ger- 
man schooner China went on the Pagoda 
rock, on the 7th instant, and remained.there 
about two hours, when she got off. She 
has had to discharge all her cargo, and was 
to go into dock on Monday, for inspection.

‘HE PROSPECT IN KASHGAR. 
“Panne seems little doubt that the king- 
dom so laboriously built up in Eastern 
Turkestau by the Ameer Yakoob Khan 
is in the hands of his gon rapidly 
dwindling away, and that in all prob. 
ability the Chinese flag will again fly 
over the nine parts of Kashgar. So 
Jong as Yakoob lived, such an event 
seemed practically impossible. The old 
Ameer kept too strict discipline over 
his troops, and succeeded in inspiring 
them with too much of his own 
spirit to permit the conquest by the 
Chinese to be an easy one, At one 
time, indeed, it seemed that tho tables 
were turned, aud that Yakoob was a not 
improbable invader of China; and there 
seems little doubt that, were it not for 
services rendered by Russia, whether 
in actnal eupplies or by the moral aid 
afforded by coutinually threatening the 
home dominious of the Ameer, the Chi- 
nese campaign would have had  differ- 
ent ending. ‘The kingdom ao recontly 
founded by Yakoob, however, only re- 
peats the old story of Asiatic empire, 
With one noteworthy exception, the 
continental empires of Asia have 
always, after at most a few generations, 
fallen to pieces through the family 
fonds of the ruling houses. It might 
bo supposed, from the persistency with 
. which this condition of affairs has 

arigon amongst tho Turkish raling clase 
of modern Asia, that it was ina great 
measure an effect of race. It is, how- 
ever, older than Turkish domination. 
‘It was 8 rampant amongst the Per- 
sians in tho time of Acheemenian kings 
as it is at tho presont day; and it ie 
noteworthy that the successors of 
Alexander, the Seleucide, as well as the 
descendants of Diodotus of Bactria, lost 
their empires eventually through the 
samo cause, Medimval Hurope suffered 
from the same evil, even with the 
restrictions to the succession imposed 
by the marriage laws of Ob i 

and it is ouly in modern time: 
experience has shown the necessity of 
Preserving in the strictest possible 
manner the rights of primogeniture, 
that family quarrels amongst princes 
are of little influence in settling the 
succession. The superior position held 
by women in Europe has certainly been 
effective in preventing the rapi 
of the intellectual —facull 
marks most Asiatic dynas It isa 
rare thing in Asia for the throne to 
descend through three generations 
without a marked deterioration in the 
persounel of its occupiers, Even China, 
which has been remarkably free from 
family straggles amongst its ralers, 
has suffered at all times from the 
slow but cortain degradation of the 
Imperial clan. Even the Tsivgs, 
who present possibly the longest suc. 
cession of able princes, began to fail 
after an empire of a hundred and fifty 
years, and great was the fall from a 
Bien-lang tos Hien-fang. In China, 























owing to the manner in which old 
institutions have become frozen and 
hard-set, the personal character of the 
Emperor is of less importance than io 
other Asiatic states, and hence the 
state seems little the worse notwith- 
standing that, after one long minority, 
it has been planged into another likely 
to be of equally long existence. Ia 
the other states of the Continent, there 
never has existed the strong bond of 
vested interests and old custom which 
have enabled the Chinese to stand up 
against Court abuses, and often to 
overcome them without revolution, 
Notoriously have the Turks been un- 
able to pile up any body of constitu 
tional practice sufficiently strong or 
sufficiently definite to stand against the 
personal will of the raler; and hence a 
continued fluctuation of, on the one part 
usurpation and on the other of armed 
resistance or revolution, has marked 
most of the states which at various 
times bave fallen under their sway. 
The state founded by Yakoob Khan 
has proved no exception to the rale. 
Even during his lifetime the jealousi 
of his sons were rapidly sapping the 
foundations of the State. Since his 
death they seem to have burst out with 
redoubled violence, and though his son 
Koolie Beg has succeeded to the throne, 
and apparently overcome opposition, 
his brothers have been able to divide 
the popular suffrage; and, following 
Tarkish custom, Koolie Beg thought it 
necessary to have one of them mur- 
dered before he considered his own 
life for the moment safe. It may be 
remembered that it was just such a 
state of affairs which, in the Inst 
century, induced the Chinese ocoupa- 
tion, and it seems likely that a similar 
result will now ensue. A strong State 
in the centre of Asia would have, in 
the present condition of politics, a 
salutary effect through the stand it 
would be able to make against the 
retrogressive tendencies of Russian 
and Chinese policy. We hoped for 
























3| many years that, in the newly estab- 


lished kingdom of Yakoob Khan, such 
a State had been found, and that 
Yakoob would be able to hand down 
the territory to a worthy son. But it 
seems fated that Central Asia should 
continue a prey td its besetting sin, 
and should be condemned still to under- 
go the alternate scourges of military 
despotism or unbridled anarcby. 





CHINESE OFFICIALDOM. 
‘Tue Chinese official is in many ways a 


much misrepresented man. ‘There can 
be no doubt that the system of Govern- 
ment in this country is theoretically 
extremely perfect. We are often led 
to forgot that two of the great improve- 
ments and reforms which have been 
constantly urged upon the English 
nation, viz., Life Peerages aud Com- 
petitive Examinations, have been estab- 
Tished customs in China for many 
centuries. But it is also certain that 





the country which has in full bloom 


these two great liberal panacess, is not 
in any sense a model of perfection but 
is deficient in the very elements of 
pure and satisfactory representative 
Government. We look in vain for 
high-minded class amongst the great 
chiéfs of important departments, and for 
that healthy and constantly stimulated 
activity which is met with in countries 
where there ir play given to the 
Examination Boards, and where men 
are chosen to fill Inorative and influen- 
tial posts who have worked their way 
up from the lowest step of the ladder, 
and are placed in positions of trust, 
uot because they are sons or nephews 
of good men, but because they are good 
men themselves. It is a popular argu. 
ment against the Chinese system (if 
invective is argument) to say that, in 
the national character, and indeed in 
all Oriental character, there is such a 
marked deficiency and weakness that 
we can hope for no good thing. In 
a word, that the people are incap- 
able of appreciating or carrying out 
with integrity or perseverance any 
system, never mind how lofty and 
excellent it be on paper, Wo 
confess ou: unable to subscribe 
at once to this view. The nation had 
a very good system once, and it was 
apparently once administered with 
parity and intelligence. ‘Tho case now 
is lamentably the reverse of this. There 
is very much to blame in the working 
of tho system, and we have plenty of 
opportunities of detecting shortcomings 
and failures and miscarriages of justice, 
The high ideal which existed once is 
lowered and obscured, and blackened 
by numerous faults and blunders and 
dark spots ; but unquestionably an ideal 
exists. Directly any magistrate is 
found who does his duty fearlessly 
well, be is noted and honoured by the 
approval of the masses of the people 
and by the recognition of his Sovereign. 
‘The degradations and punishments 
which are constantly announced in 
the Peking Garetto exhibit the efforts 
made by the Government to bring tho 
system up toa standard of purity and 
cficiency. Just as it is in the nature 
of religions systems to become after 
awhile encrusted with abuses and to 
develope superstitions observances and 
unnecessary forms of ceremonial once 
significant, but now mechanical, so a 
complicated system of officialdom, and 
a very intricate apparatus of Govern. 
ment after a time pass into an arti. 
ficial state and lose the breath of life 
which animated it at the timo when 
it was originated. China is now or has 
been for centuries working in old and 
rusty grooves. The inherent fault of 
the people—their love of precedent and 
form, of routine and ceremonial—has 
been expanded, and at first we seo little 
save the complicated organization with- 
out lofty motive in the individual. 
Still the country is not by any means 
to be despaired of, as it would be if it 
bad a despot at the head of affairs 
and the forms of a centralized tyranny, 


























The Viceroys of the great provinces 
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can and do hold their own. Able 
men find their way to important 
posts, though they have to undergo 
examinations in subjects modern 
science ridicules. The masses of the 
people havo a large amount of personal 
liberty. The humble native, though 
overtaxed, is not, we conceive, worried 
or made to feel the bands of the 
rulers restraining his personal free- 
dom in vexatious way There are 
always sprinkled about the country 
some pure and active officials who 
square their conduct by the Classical 
models. An upright man, who does 
not grind the faces of the poor, is al- 
ways respected; and though intrigue 
and bribery onter fally into the system, 
we couceive that in China really good 
work tells in the end and meets with 
areward. There are countries often 
described as civilised, where oppression 
is more frequent than it is in 
Chins. The avenues that lead to 
rank and wealth and honour are 
numerous, and are not barred by the 
obstacle of a governing class or caste, 
Promotions are at all events not 
made, as in too many lands, by the 
mere caprice of a lazy or fickle Sultan 
under the influence of a Seraglio. 
‘Whon any official does his work well 
and wisely, he very soon becomes 
powerful, and the Government at 
Peking, loving aboveall things'}penco and 
quietness, not only does not remove him, 
but has really no iuterest in making 

the attempt. We are far from holding | as 
up the existing state of the Flowery 
Land as & model, but there are man- 
darins and mandarins. Without pro- 
fessing to eny that thore is avy 
approximation in China to the blessings 
to be enjoyed in a constitutional 
country, we must not condemn all 
tho magistrates as equally bad. When 
we say, speaking in loose way, that 
the whole system is rotten, we make a 
mistake. Nothing can be worse than the 
practise in numerous instances, perhaps 
in the majority of instances; but 
be would be rash who would 
blame indiscriminately a system which 
has stood the ordeal of so many 
centuries. 






























‘THE POLITICAL POSITION. 
Awonaar the numerous speeches, lottera, 
and communications, official and non- 
official, which the present difficult 
orisis has called forth, few will be read 
with more interest and with more 
respect than the weighty letter of Lord 

. Btratford de Redcliffe, which reached 
us by the last mail. The oldest and 
the most experienced of England’s 
diplomatists has addressed to The Times 
letter so weighed and guarded, and 
at the same time so firm and consistent 
in tone, that we cannot help regretting 
deeply that he is incapacitated by 
advanced age from taking an active 
part in these great affairs, and repre. 
senting Great Britain at the Berlin 
Conference, if that Conference is 
destined to sit. The whole history of 








this complicated and puazling Eastern 
question lies before the great diplomatist 
like an open book. No living man can 
possibly speak with the authority and 
impressiveness with whioh Lord Strat- 
ford de Redcliffe speaks; and though 
peace is signed, and the Russians have | mi 
withdrawn two of their most pre- 
posterous claims, there is much to 
be done, and injuries of inoaloulable 
depth to the cause of civilization to be 
stopped. But it is now or never. If 
advantages are conceded to the Czar 
now, we shall find him or bis successor 
pushing further and farther on the 
road of aggression, and in ten or 
fifteen years hence we shall have to 
deal with a more dangerous foo than 
we bave to combat now. 

Apparently, for we dare not use 
more assured language, the triple 
Alliance is broken; and the English 
people have ceased to listen to their 
misleading and desperate counsellors. 
The essence of the question is con- 
centrated in the last paragraph of Lord 

letter:—“ A word remains 
on the subject of territorial 
itions in Armenia, It is not im- 
possible that Russia may have made 
such progress in that country as to 
negotiate for peace while in actual 
possession of the whole region between 
Erseroum and Bayazid, including Kars 
and Batoum, together with the head 
waters of the Euphrates, That she 
would thereby acquire the means of 
ing our Indian possessions with 
success may well be doubted, but a 
considerable increase of her influence 
in Asin Minor, over Persia, and the 
Black Sea, would in all likelihood 
accrue to her. Whether our interests 
would be thereby compromised to a 
degree requiring the last appeal for 
their protestion, reste on no private 
jadgment to decide. I would only 
ask whether the Emperor of Russia 
could push his demands to such an 
extent with avy pretence of justice, 
consistency, or reasov, He is bound 
by treaty, in concert with other 
potentates, to respect ‘the independ. 
ence and territorial integrity of the 
Ottoman Empire, He was the ag. 
gressor”” * ® Wo now see what 
he demands. The treaty is regarded as 
waste paper, and he makes conditions 
that virtually place Turkey under 
his heel. Not even statesmen and 
ambassadors who were intimately 
acquainted with the character of 
Russia could bave been prepared for 
demands so oppressive and hard as 
those which have been made. All that 
the Russophobists, as they are called, 
have been denounced as fools and 
raffians for saying, has come tre and 
more than true. “The glorious light 
of generous moderation and houour- 
able consistency” is certainly not per- 
ceptible in the extravagant claims put 
forward now Tarkey is spent with her 
heroic exertions. Not only British 
interests, but the interests of the whole 
civilized world, are imperilled by these 
astounding demands. That the Ozar 
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is either aware that his terms of peace 
will be refused, or that he is prepared, 
if he can terrorise or bribe the other 
Powers into accepting them, to com- 
mence farther aggressions at an early 
, is proved by his continued 
ilitary preparations. The year 1877 
has witnessed the beginning of troubles. 
The battle of civilization bas to be 
fought at Berlin. 














THE RATEPAYERS’ MEETING. 

Far from being an unusually long one, 
‘as was anticipated from the programme of 
business might be the case, the Ratepayers’ 
‘Meeting yesterday was one of the shortest 
we remember. The Council's own business, 
which of course took precedence, was over 
by eleven o'clock ; and ‘all but two of the 
long string of private questions of which 
notice had been given, were withdrawn. 
‘An attempt to raise a debate on the 
Recreation Fund was disallowed. The 
special meeting which had been advertised, 
to discuss the Building Regulations, fell 
through, owing to there being 12 less than 
the number necessary to form a quorum ; 
and so the whole business was’over before 
noon. 

Business was begun with remarkable 
punctuality, Mr. Davenport being voted to 
the Chair. The Reports and Accounts for 
1877 were passed. ‘The usual votes of sup- 
ply were given without discussion, and the 
Budget was approved. Power was given 
the Council to raise Tis. 10,000 by deben- 
tures, if necessary, for the purpose of 
widening roads; but it was explained that 
the vote was merely a formal one, in 
case opportunity offered ; the probability 
being that the cost of any such improvo- 
ment would be defrayed as heretofore out 
current revenue.—Messrs. Laidlaw and 
Sons’ tender for Water Works was rejected 
after a short discussion ; and the vote in 
itself was probably a wise one. But we are 
sorry the matter was so completely shelved. 
‘What we conceive should have beendone was 
to ask the Council to supply the requisite 
information to » competent Water Works 
Engineer, and request him to draw plans, 
for the execution of which tenders 
could be invited. As it is, the project 
seems to be simply abandoned.—The 
proposal to have the Margary Memo- 
rial erected in the Public Garden was 
negatived by 84 votes to 45. Many of 
the recusants were no doubt influenced by 
the Council’s argument that to erect such a 
‘structure in the Garden would be trench- 
ing on the conditions of the original grant ; 
but others there were who differed from this 
view and voted in the negative because 
they considered the Cathedral Compound 
a preferable site.—We rather regret 
that the question about revising the 
Land Regulations was abandoned, be- 
cause the subject needs attention. The 
question itself was unhappy because, 
the special Committe appointed at 
the meeting of Ratepayers held on the 
8th June, 1874, “to revise, correct, 
and extend” the proposed Land Regula- 
tions, did present the result of their 
labours in the shape of an amended Code, 
at a meeting held on the 18th May, 1875; 
and no notice whatever was taken of it, 
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‘The need for revision, however, is as 
gront now as ever it was, and the raising of 
the question might have led to some action 
being taken. Power is needed (and was 


taken in the proposed new Regulations), | Large 


on various points where the present ones 
are defective. Mr. Carter's proposal for a 
Committee to enquire into the subject of 
Iand registration was readily agreed to; 
and the contingent resolutions with respect 
to having a new plan made of the Settle- 
ments, creating a Municipal Land Office, 
and raising a special tax to cover the 
outlay, were withdrawn pending their 
report.

A curious sight met my eye when cross- 
ing the Tsien-tang river, at Hangchow, 
PEKING. yesterday. 


We learn that great multitudes of the 
starving people in Shansi are flocking to 
Tai-yuen-fu the capital. ‘Tho daily mor- 
tality in tho provincial eapital amounts to 
nearly 400, Many of these have died from 
sheer starvation, not a few from over re- 

letion after along period of fasting and 
insuflicient food, deficiency in quantity and 
badness in quality. Very many havo died 
from the intense cold, their systems being 
tly reduced, and their clothes insufi- 
cient, and nota few have been actually 
devoured by wolves inside the city. At 
the soup kitchens two largo bowls of wet 
millet are daily supplied, and several thous- 
ands have their wants thus satisfied. ‘The 
strenuous exertions made to get grain 
carried into Shansi over the mountainous 
passes havo resulted in about 140,000 piculs 
being deposited in the famine regions, 
Sinco the beginning of winter it is calou- 
Inted that in Shansi from 200 to 300,000 
people have perished. Tho condition of 

with Chihli is also very distressing. Snow 
has fallen twice, amounting in Shansi to 
not quite 6 inches, in Chihli around Pekin, 
to not over an inch. ‘The question ask 
by an influential Chinaman in view of the 
famino in Shansi, from which place he had 
just come, was— Why do not foreigners 
build us arailway? They contribute of their 
woalth to feed our starving poor, why not 
mako tho transit of grain easy and cheap, 
and thus save hundreds of thousands of 
lives?” Let tho foreign and Chinese Press 
in China keeping writing on this all-im- 
portant subject, ‘and the result will ere 
long be evident. Out of evil good will 
come. ‘The people's eyes aro getting opened 
tothe value and necessity of railways to 
mitigate the evils of ever-recurring famines. 

We learn that Dr. Dudgeon has been 
invited to Tai-yuen-fu to attend the Pro- 
vineial Judge, the late Governor of Shansi, 
and formerly’also of Honan, for paralysis. 
‘A loud call has also been addressed to him 
to visit the province and try to relieve the 
distresses of tho people. Famine, fever, 
and diphtheria are reported as very 
Prevalent. Mr. Richard is doing his very 
‘utmost to meet the wants of the people. 
He has earned a great name, and he is very 
highly spoken of, 




















This river is two miles wide abreast of 
the city ; and its broad bosom, shining in 
the beams of the morning sun and gently 
rufiled by a south-west breeze, was adorned 
also by a division of the Imperial fleet, be- 
decked with flags and Taboriously man- 
ouvring with galley oars. I was on m 
way toa Mission station, and when 
reached the river I was surprised to seo 
eager and interested faces at every door 
facing the esplanade, and large groups of 

eople watching nearer to the shore. 

‘he cause of this special interest soon 
appoared—a little steam-lounch, puffing and 
whistling, with (I believe) the Futai himself 
‘on board, steamed along close in shore. As 
the little craft puffed, the fleet strove to 
follow. As it whistled, the fleet's dismal 
horns bellowing responded. At last the 
steamer went away, skirting the beautiful 
river bank, to enjoy itself, leaving the fleet 
‘heaving many ali” behind in hopeless 
idleness, wind and current being against 
them. 

‘This is, I fancy, the first appearance of 
steam on these inland waters. During the 
rebellion 16 years ago, a gunboat appeared 
off the city to assist in the siege ; but, if I 
remember rightly, she was worked by hand, 
not by steam. 

‘The Futai is said to be using these small 
steamers now for his journies in the higher 
waters of the province. ‘There isa great boat 
traffic up the river ; but its very shallow bed 
ind shifting sand banks, and the rapids only 
00 miles from its mouth, would make it an 
impossible route for any but steamers of 
very light draft. Still the sight was a sign 
surely of change and progress. Our ferry- 
boat man described the little boat as 
Man-lin-tih, “very active indeed,” and 
so it was. And it is to be hoped that 
western civilization and improvement, with 
every useful art and science, will whistle 
encouragingly to sleepy, and laborious old 
China, and soon carry her away from her 
superstitions and follies and’ vencrable 
mistakes.

—The Customs cruiser Ling Fen 
has completed a survey of the rock on whi 
the B. Aymar lately struck.—The little 
river passenger steamer Taiwan is in dock 
at Pagoda Anchorage—having a new boiler 
fitted in. ‘This boiler was manufactured in 
England and arrived a short time ago, The 
Taiwan, will, the Herald is informed, 
continue as heretofore to run daily between 
Foochow and Quantow, calling at Pagoda 
Anchorage.—H-E. K'ing, newly appointed 
Manchu General-in-chief of Fohkien, ar- 
rived on the 1st instant, from the North. 
His official entry to the city was signalised 
by an accident resulting in the lost of over 
thirty lives, and serious injury to many 
more. The Long Bridge, or “Bridge of 
Ten Thousand Ages,” over which His Ex- 
collency passed, was, it seems, lined by 
troops, a8 customary on such’ occasions, 
Over tivo of the broken arches which gave 
way during the heavy freshet last June, a 
ooden platform, or temporary bridge, had 
for some time previously been standing, 
On this ricketty structure a number of per- 
sons were permitted to congregate, attracted 
no doubt by the unusual display of steam- 
Jaunches and house-beats in which His 
Excellency and suite had been conveyed 
from Pagoda Anchorage, to, the Native 
Custom House adjoining the bridge. The 
unusual pressure was no doubt too great 
for this feeble, wooden, platform, and the 
supports suddenly giving way, over a 
hundred persons were precipitated into the 
river. Fortunately, tho  steam-launches 
already referred to were enabled to render 
timely assistance in rescuing a large propor- 
tion of the drowning people, but for which 
the loss of life would have been far greater. 
‘The Herald learns that the General regards 
this accident as a bad omen, For its own 
part, it would advise His Excellency to 
refer the matter to the Board of Public 
Works, if there be such an institution in 
the Province. —H.B.M,’s Surveying vessel 
Nassau, under command of Captain Napier, 
arrived at Pagoda Anchorage from Amoy on 
the 2nd instant, and left for Wenchow on the 
5th instant, She is about, we believe, to 
survey the approaches to that port.—Rice

TAIWAN. 
Thinking it probable that most of your 
readers took a kindly interest in the little

existence in Shanghai, and that they will 
be anxious to know what has become of it, 
I seize one of the opportunities, which are 
to us poor exiles here like angels’ visits, 
‘<fow and far between,” of communicating 
with the mainland, to’ send you these few 
lines, Alas! ‘That T should have such a 
sorrowful tale to tell! The Railway has, it 
{a true, boon brought over here to be stored, 
but fiow was it Ianded? Anyhow! I am 
told that anything that would float was 
thrown overboard from the Chinese steamers 
that brought it over, and towed ashore 
over the bar by catamarans ! I myself have 
seen the tops of carriages and the frame- 
works—whether of carriages or engines I 
could not tell, deposited in the mud near tho 
Anping Custom House jetty, and there 
left to be covered with ‘a foot or two of 

ery flood tide. Is it likely 
ges or engines could be put to- 
gether again after that? T have seen iron 
plates and rails and other parts of the 
plant being carried up the main street of 
the city in a condition of rust that fits 
them simply for the old-iron shop. 

Such is the gloomy side of the picture. 
Its redeoming point is the hope that, as 
tho Chineso have displayed sufficient 
ability and energy to put up a telegraph 
line, and work it, entirely by themsolves, 
‘they may now try their hand ata railway. 
‘At the same it is very doubtful, I should 
‘think, whether they could fit’ the com- 
ponent parts together again, after putting 
them tirough a courso of mud and salt 
water; and the Governor is not rich 
enough to provide new materials.

Hongkong and the Straits, and recom- 
‘mended the re-establishment of a mint in 
Hongkong. ‘This. proposal was warmly 
supported, and the following resolution, 


seconded by Mr. Jackson, was unanimously 
passed :-— 

‘That as it is most desirable that a coin of 
British inanufacture of well ascertained purity 
should be sul uted for the present com- 
mercial currency, it is the opini of this 
Chambor that the best mode of obtaining the 
same would be to establ a wnint in th 
colony for the coinage of dollars and subsic 
coinage, It further the opinion of the 
Chamber that such a mint would eventually 
prove a successful undertaking, repaying the 
colony for the cost of its erection and main- 
tenance. 

We han from the Daily Press a 
report of the Races, for which excep- 
tionally fine weather seems to have been 
prepared, though the course was in bad 
order from the previous heavy rains. The 
sport was as usual of a high class 
character ‘generally, and the Press says 
‘there can be little doubt that a better race 
meeting than the present one has never 
beon held in Hongkong. ‘The Daily Press 
says the Race Ball, which came off on 
Monday night at the City Hall, though 
rather less numerously attended than usual, 
was in every other way a most decided 
success. His Excellency the Governor and

‘The colours of the 
owners were displayed on small shields, 
which were wreathed with evergreens, 
while the pillars and balustrades were 
festooned with the same, horse-shoes being 
suspended here and there amongst the 
greenery. The ball-room was also decorated 
in a pleasing manner. The number stand 
was brought into requisition for showing 
the number of the dance, while the saddling 
bell and the starter’s red flag were utilized 
to commence the dances. programme 
was varied by the introduction of a Scotch 
reel, which was danced to the bagpipes, by 
gentlemen only, who were warmly applauded 
for their exertions. ‘The race cups, which 
were very handsome, and some of them— 
especially tho German Cup—exceedingly 
chaste in design, adorned the table in the 
supper-room and attracted muchadmiration. 
Dancing was kept up with spirit until nearly 
‘three o'clock, when the company dispersed. 
—On the previous day the yacht race for 
the American Challenge Cup was sailed, 
the usual four boats taking part—the 
Naiad, Naomi, Wave, and Ariel, the first- 
named winning easily. There was a first- 
rate sailing breeze from start to finish, 
which must have been highly satisfactory 
to the yachtsmen interested, as compared 
with the crawling around and now and then 
dropping a killick which sometimes obtains. 
‘Mr. McLeod has now won the Cup two 
years in succession, and therefore it be- 
comes his property.—The United States 
frigate Tennessee, Captain J. Young, left on 
Saturday for New York, vid Stigapore. 
Admiral Patterson hauled ‘down ‘his 
from the Tennessee and it was hoist 
‘on the Monocacy, which the former saluted. 
—On Saturday afternoon, a number of Chi- 
nese merchants, together with the native 
teachers, several old scholars, and the pre- 
sent pupils, assembled in the Chemistry 
Ball at the Central School to present Mr. 
Stewart with addresses and parting gi 
before his departure from the colony 
on leave of absence. The address from 
the Chineso merchants was in gold 
letters on red silk.

The 
presents accompanying the address and 
serolls were a handsome jade stone orna- 
ment (a cormorant), figured fans, an em- 
broidered shawl, ‘and a parcel of silk 
handkerchiofs. ‘The old scholara presented 
an illuminated address, two rolls of silk, two 
packets silk handkerchiefs, and a valuable 
silver cup. The native masters belonging to 
the department presented four silk scrolls, 
‘The present of thescholarsnow attending the 
school consisted of a handsome official um- 
brella, with a representation of the play of 
Pat Sin (the eight fairies) embroidered upon 
it and the names of the boys in gold. 
Addresses were presented both by the 
merchants and the boys. ‘The Press also 
mentions that the old Portuguese scholars 
belonging to the Central School presented 
peirately an address and silver inkstand to 
. Stewart, a few days previously.

been Imown in Japan for 1,200 years, the 
art of purifying it was not’ known till six 
years ago, since which time refining 
establishments have been erected in four 
places. ‘This one will make the fifth, and 
ina speculation of Mr. Hirano, of Osaka. 
‘The still will hold about 400 gallons and 
both it and the iron tanks have been 
Drought from Niigata, where they havo 
‘seen some service without apparently bein 
much the worse for it, and it is calculat 
that about 4,000 galions of oil a day can 
be turned out. The crudo oil will be 
drawn from the mines of Totomi, about 
62 xi North-East from here, whence it. will 
be sent in tubs. ‘There are already in 
‘Totomi one large refinery and some small 
ones, but the neighborhood of the wells is 
said to be very inconvenient for the pur- 
pose—henco this experiment in Kobe.—On 
‘tho evening of the 22nd ult., the officers of 
H.M.S, Kestrel, which has now been some 
harbor, entertained the residents 
with a ball at the Hiogo Municipal Hall, 
which was very tastefully decorated for the 
occasion with flags and warlike insignia.

YOKOHAMA. 


‘Tho Herald says tho total amount con- 
tributed by the Chineso of Yokohama 
towards the famine relief fund is $14,023. 
—A prolonged shock of carthquake’ was 
experienced early on the morning of the 
23rd ultimo, which lasted for upwards of a 
minute. The shock, although not so severe 
as others within the recollection of for- 
eigners here, was sufficiently strong to, in 
some cases, frighten residents into the 
reets. Another shock took place soon 
after 9 a.m,.—The Herald hears that Yoko- 
hama races have beon fixed for the 8th, 
9th, and 10th of May.—'There appears to 
have been stormy weather lately in the 
Pacific. ‘The P. & 0. steamer Belgic, which 
brought tho last American mails, left San 
‘Francisco in a gale of wind, and was obliged 
to run down to Monterey to land her pilot, 
and after leaving there she experienced 
continual succession of strong westerly 

rales—quite sufficient to account for her 

jelay. ‘She was thirty-one days on the 
passage.—Tho German corvette Augusta, 
six weeks out from Samoa, has arrived 
at Yokohama.—The Nichi Nichi Shimbun, 
says the Herald, states that Mr. Hoshi 
‘Torn, barrister at law, who lately returned 
to Japan from England, has received an 
appointment under the Shiokosko (Depart- 
ment of Justice) with a salary of $100 a 
month.—The same native paper says that 
the First National Bank, the Mitsui Bus- 
san-gwaisha (Bureau of Native Produce), 
the Mitsu Bishi Mail S. S. Co., and the 
Kasho-gwaisha (the Bureau of Works) have 
already subscribed money for distribution 
smong the starving Chinese, and are now 
consulting with others to raise subscrip- 
tions. ‘The inhabitants of the world being 
all brethren, such a movement is a most 
admirable one, 

The Mail, referring to the shocks of 
earthquake of the 23rd ult., says, “The 














earth was in a particularly unquict state 
‘this morning, there being no less than four 
shocks of earthquake between six and nine, 
two of which were of more than ordinary 
violence. ‘That which occurred a few mo- 
ments after six was one of the most pro- 
longed shocks we have ever experienced, 
and seemed to cause as much anxiety to 
animals, judging by the barks and cries of 
the dogs, as it did to their masters. From 
what we can learn it was felt with much 
greater severity in Tékié than here.”

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 

Feb, 7th-8th—Li Han-chang, _Gov- 
ernor-General of Hu Kwang, memorializes 
reporting “the proceedings taken in con- 
nection with an unauthorized act on the 
part of certain notables and others of Fan 
K'ow ME, in the Wu-ch’ang district, 
above Hankow, in erecting a dam to cut 
off communication between the waters of 


the Yangtsze and the Liang-tsre 4L-F-, 
and other lakes and lagoons. With reference 
to this matter, application had been made 
by the district notables at intervals during 
the last fifteen years for permission to effect 
this work, on the ind that without it 
the land under cultivation in that neigh- 
bourhood is liable to periodical inundation 
but their requests had been negatived in 
view of the fact that to shut out the 
‘Yangtsze waters in flood time from access 
to the large inland basins which now serve 
‘as temporary receivers would be to entail 
peril upon a very large region of the 
wovince for the advantage of a single 
Histriet, ‘The Prefect of ‘Wu-ch’ang Fa, 
when deputed to investigate the matter, 
had reported against it on this ground, an‘ 
also in consideration of the impediment it 
would throw in the way of water communi- 
cation with several inland districts, thus 
interfering with both the public food 
supply and with the collection of the 
lckin taxes. The objections urged against 
the scheme wore reiterated last year, when 
the late Governor received letters from 
notables of the district residing at Peking, 
once more urging the request. Notwi 
standing this, however, a literary licentiate 
of the Wu-ch’ang district, with some other 
potty titular officials of the neighbouring 
istricts, were lately reported to have set 
law and authority at defiance, and to have 
forcibly collected funds and set to work to 
build a dam at Fan K’ow. They closed up 
the entrance to the river, and established a. 
tax-oftice of their own, at which they levied 
kin duty upon passing vessels. As this 
elf-appointed body had refused obedienco 
to the demand addressed to them for the 
immediate removal of the dam, the Goy- 
emor-General at length ordered General 
Sung Téh-hung, in command of the foreign 
drilled corps at Han-yang, to proceed with 
a detachment of his men and some river 
gunboats, accompanied by the Prefect of 
Wu-ch’ang, to the spot. On arrival at 
Fan Kon, this force set to work to pull 
down the dam,"which was effected on the 
12th or 13th December. The offending 
principals in the affair had taken to flight; 
‘but gunboats were left on the spot to assist 
the local authorities in effecting their arrest.

necessity of employing an additional cone 
stable on the Bund, and in the Nanking 
and Foochow roads ;’ while another reason 
for increasing the force was that additional 
constables wero required to proserse order 
at the end of the Honan road, where the 
native carriages for hire congregated, 
It was, however, thought that the in- 
creased tax on those carriages would in 
fA great measure meet the additional ex- 
pouse, A large item of increase was that for 
public improvements, which was set down 
at Tis, 68,000, being’ an increase of ‘Tis, 
6,914 over last yoar.

Mr. Canrer asked Mr. Hart to examine 
the title-page of the publication, which 
bore the words published as an appendix 
to tho report of the Municipal Council.” 

Mr. Knxosumt presumed it had been 
published by the Council as a kind of 
ex officio matter. 

‘Mr. Hanr pointed out that the Council 
liad not distributed the report, and said 
three days’ notice of Mr, Carter's question 
had not been iven; and therefore it could 
not be considered at this meeting. 

Mr, Warewstcur said a notice of 
motion with regard to the Recreation Fund 
had been sent in, but it was withdrawn on 
the understanding that the report would 
be submitted at this meeting. 
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‘Mr. Carrer again directed attention to 
the publication, and said if it had not 
been issued by the Council, the endors 
ment must be regarded as a forgery. 

Mr. Groom explained that the reason 
the Report was not issued just 
before the meeting was due entirely to 
nd he could also explain the reason 
why the accounts of the Recreation Fund 
had_beon published as an appendix to 
the Municipal Report. After the Trustees 
‘were appointed by the Supreme Court, 
they thought it would be well to have the 
accounts published in this way, and per- 
mission was asked from the then Chairman, 
and granted ; and the accounts were now 
issued as an -appendix to the Budget. 
Bis excuso for the delay in the accounts 
was this—he was engaged in preparing a 
history of the Fund from its commenco- 
ment, which he had* wished to publish 
together with tho accounts; but there had 
been somo delay in printing it, and he 
was not able to get it through in time. 

The Cuarraan pointed out that the 
fifth of the Rules of Procedure said 
€imless a written memorandum of a pro- 
position or question shall have been lodged 
with the Secretary of the Council three 
days before the daie for which the meeting 
hina beon convened” it cannot be admitted 
for consideration, and therefore he must 
Fule that the subject was out of order. 
But as it was possible the meoting might 
wish to discuss the question, he would 
take an expression of opinion as to 
whether the matter should bo discussed 
or not. 

A show of hands was then taken, and 
the Chairman said the result was against 
the question being discussed. 

Mr. Carrer again directed attention to 
the roports being on the table along with 
the Municipal Reports, aud maintained 
that they had been brought forward by 
the Council themselves, He would move 
that the reports be now considered. 

Mr, Kinasurit, as a precedent, thought 
that tho accounts should be placed before 
the public in due form, and that the Chair- 
man of the Council should be looked upon 
as something more than an ornamental 
trustee, 

‘Mr. Low failed to see what the Council 
had to do with the Recreation Fund at 
all. Beyond the Chairman being an 
ex oficio trustee, the Council had nothing 
todo with the Fand. ‘There woro special 
trustees to adiii it, and as for con- 
sideri 
the Council were at all responsible in any 
way, that was a wrong view to tako. 

Mr. Carrer said ho went entirely on 
the title-pago of the report. If the Council 
would say it was a forgery, then he would 
withdraw his motion. 

‘The Cuamay put it to the meoting 
whether the question should be discussed, 
and the decision was in tho negative. 

Dr. Bexpersi id he had been con- 
neeted with the Margary Memorial since 
November, 1875, and it was on this ac- 
count, ho supposed, that he had been called 
upon to submit this resolution.  Sufli- 
it money had been subscribed, and a 
morinl had been designed by Messrs. 
Kiduer and Cory ; and it was now desired 
to erect it in the Public Garden. He did 
not think the Council need have feared to 
have taken that course. He thought there 
was no objection to it ; and he hoped to 
draw an expression of opinion showing 
that the community wore in favour of 
having the Memorial placed in the Garden. 
‘The monument to be erected was small 
and ornamental, and he did not think the 
least objection would be raised to its 
erection on the proposed site. He would 
therefore beg to propose— 

‘That this Meeting recommends the Council 
to sanction the erection of the Margary 
Pablic Memorial in the South corner of the 
Reserve Garden. 


‘Mr, Cuanaens seconded. 



















































































Mr, Hanr said the Council personally 
had no objection to the erection of the 
memorial in the Garden; but unfortun- 
ately he thought they would find difi- 
culties in regard to erecting it on the 
site selected. It was very clearly said 
in Consul Winchester’s letters, that the 
Ind was not to be used for any other pur- 
pose than a Garden ; and it was for the 
Ratepayers to decide whether they would 
travel beyond what was said in those 
letters, Ho then read the following 
letter -— 





H.B.M.’s Consulate, 
Shanghai, 20th June, 1868. 
Epwarp Couxsrsouaxt, Esq, 
Chairman Municipal Council. 

Sir,—The Taotai has just forwarded to me 
an official declaration, under seal, setting 
apart the reclaimed land, from the jetty 
‘opposite the end of the Peking Road up to 
the Soochow Creek Bridge, as a recreation 
ground or park for the use of the foreign com- 
munity at Shanghai. 

From the translation of the document 
enclosed, you will gather that the ground in 
question, 20 far as the Taotai’s will can make 
it, is a free gift to this community for public 
uses, not chargeable with the ordinary ground 
rent payable on other lands,—that the body 
over whieh you preside is entrusted. with its 
conservation, —aud that the right of occupancy 
determines whenever the land shall be applied 
to any other purposes than th forth in 
the document. Liberty is granted for the 
erection of such an open ornamental pavilion 
as may serve for the protection of the fre- 

enters of the gardens, invalids, &e., against 
the sun and weather. 

Phe permission to reclaim this land was the 
ject of my first offcial interview with the 

‘when T assumed charge of my present 
aod the olficial execution of this de- 
claration of gift may, therefore, bear some- 
thing of the character of a parting compliment, 
At all events it is a great satisfaction at such 

ime to signaliso to the community tho 
forin attention and interest with which 
His Excellency Ying has at all times listened 
to representations akin to that of which this 
communication records the final issue,

of land to the North of Shanghai, on the 
Bank of the Huang-pn near the great bridge, 
had been filled in, measuring 30 mow, 4 fen, 
7li, 3 haow, and bounded on the North, East 
and South by the river, and on the West by 
tho Yang-tszo Road. H.B.M.’s Consul states 
that this land having been raised at the 
pense of a Foreign Committee fora Recreation 
Ground aud not for purposes of yain Ly the 
erection of places of business or dwelling 
houses, it by so much differs from laud rented 
in the ordinary manner, aud he therefore 
requests that the annual ground rent may be 
remitted provisionally, and a certificate to that 
effect issued. a 

‘Tho Taotai, on receipt of the above, directed 
the Magistrate of Shanghai, aud the Wei- 
yuin, Hu, to examine the measurements, and 
those officers have reported them to be correct, 

‘The Rule heretofore followed when foreign 
merchants rent land for building purposes 
has been that a Title Deed should be issued, 
and the proper quota of ground rent should 
be contributed towards the yearly grain tri- 
bute. This land though filled ju by a Foreign 
Committee still belopgs to the authorities of 
China, and the ground rent can be collected 
as of right ; but the land in question, situated 
as it is in front of H.B.M.’s Consulate, bei 
elevated solely for a place of recreation, and a 
pavilion only is to be constructed on it, and 
no buildings for the sake of profit, the au- 
nual ground rent is conditionally remitted. 

‘And the condition is this, that uo foreign 
merchant shall rent or let the land or con-

Mr, Krxesanct did ::ot think the Memo- 
rial fell within the list of buildings named 
inthe letters Tt was not to be erected 
for any profitable purposes, nor for auy 
tangible use ; but ouly to please the eye. 
It was to be merely ornamental, like the 
rockery work the Council had beon making 
in the Garden, ‘Thora were a great many 
reasons for having the Memorial erected at 
the place proposed. ‘There was no site s0 
suitable, It was nicely surrounded with 
trees, and he did not think w reasonable 
objection to its being orected there could 
be wflered, 

Mr. Waryewnronr failed to seo that 
the Taotai’s letter bore out what was said 
by Consul Winchester. ‘The main point 
was that no foreign merchants were to be 
allowed to build on the land with a view 
to profit. So fur as he had heard from 
the letters which had been read, he had 
not heard it said that the Imd was for no 
other purposes than a garden, which was 
quoted by the Council in ‘their letter 
declining to permit the erection of the 
memorial on the proposed site. 

Mr, Hanr said that wa 
letter, which he would read. 

Mr. Warsewnrant said he thought the 
Council's lezal adviser would tell thom 
they had nothing to fear, 

Mr, Baur then read from Consul Win- 
chester’s second letter, as follows :— 
+. + “Tho clause giving the right of confisca- 
tion’ was suggested from this office, to secure 
the perpetual use of the ground in question 
for the purposes of a garden aud for no other,” 

Mr. Warszwnicur vould like to know 
mhethor the Memorial to the “Ever Victor- 
ious Army” was not erected on this land? 
and that had stood unchallenged for yeare, 
From the letters that had been read, he 
saw no legal objection whatever to’ the 
Margary Momorial being erected on tho site 
proposed ; and he was sure the Chinoso 
would never say anything about it, 

‘Mr, Gxoox thonght the Momment to 
the “Ever Victorious Army” was built 
on this land; and if a0, the Council's ob- 
jection to the erection of the, Margary 
Momorial there fell to the ground. 

‘Mr. Goxpny said as far as his recollec- 
ion wont, the Memorial to the “Ever 
Victorious Army” was erected hofore the 
Public Garden was reclaimed from the 
River. 

Mr. Torsnvxt said, besides, two wrongs 
did not make one right. 

‘fhe Cuaruatan thon put the motion to 
the meeting, and it was lost, 45 voting for 
it and 86 against it. 

Mr. Cantex said that he wished to post-

CLUB CONCORDIA THEATRICALS. 

The dramatic and musical amateurs of 
the Club Concordia Liedertafel und Theater 
Verein have seldom achieved more com- 
plete success than in their performances 
on Saturday night last--0 fact, warmly 
acknowledged by the largest audience wo 
have ever seen assembled within the walls 
of their brilliant little theatre. A very

“the greatest plague of life.” What he 
would have said had he lived till the 
present day is not to be imagined, but an 
idea might have been obtained by those 
who witnessed the performance of “A 
Disturbed Breakfast.” ‘The whilom happy 
couple are Wilhelm Nelmer (Herr Reinzi) 
and Sophie, his frau (xiulein Renndg), 
who, having discharged one plague, 
advertise for another, in the hope that 
the infliction will be somewhat modi- 
fied. Charlotte Flinls (Frau Steinhauer) 
calls, and is engaged by Mrs, Nehmer. 
Chartotte substantiates the old saying that 
“a new broom sweeps clean ;” sets to work 
with a will, and soon the young household 
promises to become a model of order and 
comfort. Martin the postman (Herr Kuno) 
delivers the morning mail, and instantly 
discovers that Charlotte is a wonderful 
woman, and as instantly he falls in love 
with her. After some excellent by-play 
between the pair, Martin gives Charlotte a 
letter for her master ; but alas! Cupid's 
arrow has also pierced the steady beating 
heart of the experienced maid of all work 
and so aflected her integrity that she 
entirely forgets to deliver the letter to her 
master, which is most unfortunate as it 
conveys to him an appointment of great 
importance for 10 o'clock the same morning.

is found out. Of course it is too late 
for the all important rendezvous, and 
Nehmer casts the thunderbolts of his wrath 
at the unfortunate love-sick domestic. 
A scene of Talay ensues. Mrs. 
elmer casts herself upon a sofa and 
weeps despairingly ; Nekmer walks about 
in a towering rage, while Charlotte stands 
Jooking on with the utmost nonchalance, 
though inwardly fuming at her master’s 
violence. But things look blacker than 
they really are, and’ universal pence is 
nearer than is believed. The writer of the 
Jotter, Stangelfield (Herr A. G. Sillaus) also 
an architect and Nelmer's partner, arrives 
in good time to explain that the non-fulél- 
ment of the appointment of the morning 
has been without any ovil consequences.

Even Martin, 
tho busy postman, when delivering tho 
eventful-day’s third mail, is made happy 
by blissful. promises on the part of his 
energetic Charlotte, and the curtain falls 
pont a prospect of happy domestic relations 
all round.—The acting throughout was 
good, and at the close there was loud 
applause. : 

But the pice «de resistance was von Her- 
mann Kipper, “Incognito ; or Der fiirst 
wider willen;” or ‘A Prince in spite of 
himsclf”—a comic opera in one act ; time, 
1777.

sphere, he exercises the most undoubted 
authority over everything and everybody 
thin the walls of Bs itso township. But 
he is also an ambitious man. A title of 
some sort, an order of ever so low a class, 
appear to him the goal of his earthly 





wishes ; much hope he also rests on the 
“chances” of his only daughter, a charm- 
ing maiden who, unfortunately for the 
audience, does not appear on the scene in 
person. ‘This daughter had just returned 
from a visit to the metropolis, where she 
had fallen in love with a young carpenter, 
named Hans, whose portrait she brought 
with her to her father’s home. Her love- 
token being discovered, she had told her 
father with a woman’s ready wit and little 
foresight of the consequences, that the 
Picture was merely representing his Serene 

fighness their Sovereign Prince. The 
cautious and despotic Burgomaster unhesi- 
tatingly seized the contraband of war, and 
when he now hears of the Prince’s accidental 
visit to the town, travelling incognito, uses 
the ‘‘heaven sent” credential to identify 
his most gracious Sovereign's august person. 

‘The opening scene portrays the magnates 
of Se ieee edt. assembled in the ‘Town 
Hall, receiving their worthy Magistrate's 
orders and instructions, This scene was 
remarkable in more senses than one. It 
represented an old Gothic burgh-hall, just 
such as in some Municipalities is styled 
the Maison-dieu. The perspective was 
cleverly maintained, and the project- 
ing from the arches gave all the effect 
of the kind of building represented. ‘The 
costumes of the actors also showed a care- 
ful attention to the emergency of the 
Burgomaster’s summons. Not having had 
time to change their dress, the various 
burghers attended as they left their shops. 
Thete were the butcher, the baker, 
the notary, the student, &c. The chorus 
in this scene was so well sung as to be in- 
dicative of the excellence of what was to 
follow. It was perfect of its kind, and, 
although lengthy, given without a hitch, 
Everybody having been entrusted with 
some special commission to celebrate the 
great honour about to be bestowed on their 
town, his Worship rehearses his own speech, 
and prepares himself generally to appear 
with the most dignified demeanour in the 
presence of royalty. ‘This wos one of the 
most amusing and successful scenes in the 
operette. Placing his three-cornered hat 
on his silver-mounted staff, and propping 





it against the wall, the Burgomaster ad-| a 


dresses it as he would his august visitor ; 
the music affording much opportunity for 
displaying to the best advantage “Herr 
Choutleur’s magnificent voice ; while, as 
to his acting, it was simply perfect—the 
style and gait of the conventional Burgo- 
master—such as we read of in Charles 
Reed’s ‘Cloister and Hearth" —being given 
with such precision as to leave nothing to 
be desired. ‘The make-up, too, was ad- 
mirable. 

Everything being now prepared, the 
sentinel at the watch tower is instructed to 
compare every person entering the gates of 
Schoppenstedt with the portrait, and to 
give signal of his arrival by the martial 
sound of cannon and blunderbusses. And 
here another instance of the careful atten- 
tion given to detail might be mentioned. 
Everybody is acquainted with the craze of 
Frederick the Great for tall soldiers—the 
soldiers in the operette were represented 
by some of the tallest men in the 
Settlement, and fine martial fellows they 
looked, though some of them were a 
little behind in their smartial exercises. 
‘The Prince and his aide-de-camp arrive, 
but no notice is taken of them. The 
Burgomaster in his anxiety to meet his 
Prince rather slights these visitors ; but 
when Hans arrives, with a d iris 
heart, low and lonely, secking after the 
object of his affections, he is recognized as 
the original of the portrait, and received as 
the Prince of the country. His remons- 
trances avail him not, in spite of himself he 
is forced into the réle, and is finally pro- 
mised the hand of the fair “Marie,” for 
which prize, of course, he is ready to act 








any part and risk any game. Screened by 
a partition, the Prince and his aide-de-camp 





are overhearing the whole affair, much to 
their enjoyment; having to meet the 
Burgomaster they introduce themselves as 
belonging to the Prince's suite, and then 
again take to their hiding place, But the 
quid pro quo is discovered when the Prince’s 
groom arrives on the scene, announcing 
that the royal carriage has been repaired. 
The groom getting into a quarrel with the 
Burgomaster and the burghers of Schép- 
penstedt about the identity of the pseudo 
prince, and a tumult, being about to ensue, 
the Prince steps forth again from behind 
his screen, pacifies his excited and sur- 
prised subjects, and in order to obtain for 

onest Hans and his lady love the consent 
of the tyrannical father-magistrate, he 
presents the latter with the much coveted 
order. 

‘The above is only an outline of what was 
really an artistic work. The réle of the 
Prince was well assumed by Herr Mosjé 
Kalisch, as was that of his aide-de-camp by 
Herr Theemann; while Hans found. 
clever representative in Herr Hirt. The 
acting of these threo gentlemen was good, 
and their singing above the average. One 
of the principal vocal features was a trio 
between the Burgomaster, the Prince, and 
his Aide-de-camp, which ‘was loudly rede- 
manded. Herren Aargau, Cellini, Velo- 
cipeders, Hummel, Gaboon, Triddelfitz, 
and Obotrit, were all effective as burghers, 
and the change of dress from that betokening 
their calling to the festive costume in which 
they attire themselves to receive their sup- 
posed prince was very striking. The 
costumes generally were correct fo date, 
and there was no violation of the unities in 
any respect. The final chorus was un- 
animously encored, and at the close the 
actors were loudly recalled. The operette 
would certainly bear repetition, 

There was no orchestra, ‘but at tho 
commencement Mr. Iburg played a thema 
with variations for the violin, by De Beriot ; 
and between the pieces a fantasie for the 
same instrament from Good's “Faust,” 
both in his usual masterly manner, and 
being a treat in themselves.—The piano 
accompaniments to these and also to the 
operatic, were played in superior style by 

yentleman whose performance is always 
welcome.

In presenting their Report for th 
the Trustees are happy to state that the New 
Hospital has during the first year of its 
‘occupancy, been found to give every satisfac. 
tion, the Sisters and the patiets generally 
‘having expressed themselves in torms of entire 
approval. 





‘As stated ip last years Report, various 
alterations and additions were found necessary, 
aud the Trastees had again to avail themselves 
of Pére Aymeri’s kindness in advancing them 
a further sum of Tis. 2,000 at 5 per cent. per 
annum, This was, however, repaid during 
the year. His 5 per cont. loau now stands in 
the books at Tle. 10,500, Tis. 500 have been 
borrowed to t some pressing items of 
current ex] jure at the end of the year, 
and which hassince been repaid. Péro Aymeri 
Joan of Tis. 3,000 without interest and the 
above one of, say, Tia. 10,000—in all Tis. 
13,000—represont the only liability of the 
Hospital with the exception of the Contingency 
Account, 

‘The expenses of removing and fitting up the 
‘New Hospital have been heavy, more so than 
the Trustees expected. With Mr. Hanbury’s 
assistance, however, in the way of Furniture, 
which at the request of the Trustees he sent 
out from England, the whole Hospital is now 
comfortably furnished aud no serious outlay 
in thie respect need be incurred for some time.

To the Editor of the 
Nonra-Cumxa Herat. 

Sim,—L am a plain man, and quite sensible 
of not being competent to discuss or eveu to 
understand the niceties of legal arguments or 
the complexities of legal language.  Notwith- 
standing this, I read all the local law reports 
which in your journal are produced with a 
fidelity which Teaves nothing to he desired, 
and your comments upon them, which seem to 
me to be generally models of fairness. But I 












wish it to be understood that I bring only 
plaio English common sense to the compre- 
hensiou of the one and the other.

Having t 
rightly or wrongly in my head, 1 was eur- 
prised to find that when you with admirable 
tersoness put the matterinto a nutshell in the 
ast Herald, you stated it thus—that a China- 
man who had entered into two contracts
